~ Conditions of Sale 


1. Rejection of Bids. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article 
offered or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by the auctioneer 
if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


2. The Buyer. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arises between two or 
more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for resale the lot so in dispute. 


3. Identification and Part Payment by Buyer. The name of the buyer of each lot 
shall be given immediately on the sale thereof and when so required, each buyer shall sign a 
card giving the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and address. 
Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all or such part of the purchase 
prices as may be required. 
If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot or lots so purchased may at 
the option of the auctioneer be put up again and resold. 


4. Risk After Purchase. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer and 
thereafter neither the consignor nor the Association is responsible for the loss or any damage 
to any article occasioned by theft, fire, breakage or any cause. 


5. Delivery of Purchases. Delivery of any purchases will be made only upon payment 
of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage warehouse to which purchases 
may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only between the hours of nine a. m. 
and one p. m. on sales’ days and on other days—except holidays, when no deliveries will be 
made—between the hours of nine a. m. and five p. m. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art Galleries will be made only during 
the forenoon following the day of sale unless by special notice or arrangement to the contrary. 

Deliveries at the Storage warehouse to which goods may have been sent will be made on any 
day other than holidays between the hours of nine and five. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost or mislaid may be made at the 
discretion of the auctioneer during the session of the sale at which they were sold. 


6. Storage in Default of Prompt Payment and Calling for Goods. Articles not 
paid for in full and either not called for by the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order by 
noon of the day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Association to some carter 
to be carried to and stored in some warehouse until the time of the delivery therefrom to the 
purchaser, and the cost of such cartage and storage will be charged against the purchaser and 
the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal or storage will be upon the purchaser. 


Nore: The limited space of the Delivery Rooms of the Association makes the above require- 
ments necessary, and it is not alone for the benefit of the Association, but also for that of its pa- 
trons, whose goods otherwise would have to be so crowded as to be subject to damage and loss. 


7. Shipping. Boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which the Association is in 
no wise engaged, and will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current and reasonable 
rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on its 
part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 


8. Guaranty. The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot correctly and 
endeavors therein and also at the actual time of sale to point out any error, defect or imperfec- 
tion, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the Association of the correctness of 
the description, genuineness, authenticity or condition of any lot and no sale will be set aside 
on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or imperfection not noted or pointed 
out. Every lot is sold “as is” and without recourse. 

Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, and the Association will 
give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been 
incorrectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter sell the lot as catalogued or make 
mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby will become responsible for such damage 
as might result were his opinion without foundation. 


9. Buying on Order. Buying or bidding by the Association for responsible parties on 
orders transmitted to it by mail, telegraph or telephone will be faithfully attended to without 
charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to the foregoing conditions of 
sale except that in the event of purchases consisting of one or more books for one who has not 
himself or through his agent been personally at the exhibition or sale, any book may be re- 
turned within ten days of the date of sale and will be refunded the purchase money therefor, 
if the book in any material manner differs from its catalogue description. 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and given with such plainness as 
to leave no room for misunderstanding. Not only should the lot number be given, but also the 
title, and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and when the lot consists of one or 
more volumes of books or objects of art, the bid per volume or piece should also be stated. If 
the one transmitting the order is unknown to the Association, a deposit should be sent or 
reference submitted. Shipping directions should also be given. 

Priced copies of the catalogue of any sale or any session thereof, will be furnished by the 
Association at charges commensurate with the duties involved in copying the necessary 
information from the records of the Association.

After the quarrel with A Beckett, the artist withdrew 
his assistance from its pages, and the illustrations show a fearful falling off after 1833. 
Many of the wretched designs which follow bear the signature of ‘Dank,’ and so 
destitute are they of merit that the ‘embellishments’ (as they are termed) for 1834, 
are altogether below criticism.”—-EVERIT?I’s English Caricaturists, page 229.

It is entered ‘Compendium Patricij Senensis’ in the Inventory of the Queens 
Books delivered to Maister Jhone Wod and James Murray on 15th November 1560 
by ‘Jerves Franchmane.’” On the last page is the signature,—“Michaelis Frasser,” 
and there are several manuscript notes on the fly-leaves following, none of which, 
however, appear to be in Queen Mary’s autograph. The title-page is torn and 
frayed, a few leaves repaired at inner margins, and the first leaf of text is lacking.

The accompanying volume, containing a catalogue of the Library of Mary Queen 
of Scots, records the above volume in the Latin Books at Holyrood Palace, 1569 (see 
page 170), and a reference to the turning over of these books to John Wood, secretary 
to Regent Murray, is found at page 10. In speaking of the great rarity of Queen 
Mary’s books, Mr. Sharman says, page 13, “Books that are known to have belonged 
to illustrious persons, especially those of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, are held 
in estimation by collectors, and are frequently offered for competition at Christie’s 
and Sotheby’s; but of the literary possessions of the Queen of Scots, ample as they 
appear at one time to have been, very small traces are now discoverable.” The writer 
then describes six volumes as being the only ones identified as having been the prop- 
erty of Mary Stuart, at the time of his writing. Since the publication of Mr. Shar- 
man’s work, a few other volumes have been traced, but authenticated volumes, 
such as the one here offered, are seldom found.

Berwick, who had charge of similar work for the Library of Congress. Unfortunately 
Mr. Berwick found it necessary to remove this leaf in order to make the repairs, and 
reinserted it in the manner in which it now appears. An effort to obtain an affidavit 
from Mr. Berwick regarding the work was made, but it was found that he had died 
during the past year. 

Prince Maurice, to whom this volume was presented by King Charles, was a son 
of the Elector Palatine Frederick V and Elizabeth, daughter of James I, and came 
to England in 1642 to aid the Royalist cause, for which he fought valiantly until 
the surrender of King Charles in 1646, when he was banished by Parliament. He was 
lost at sea, 1652. 

William Knight, the author, was a Fellow of Christ’s College, Cambridge, and was 
the author of several theological works. The present volume was evidently the first 
one issued of this work, as it contains his autograph signature at end of Preface. 
The John Baliol, whose name appears on title, has not been identified.

Bound for Queen Christina 
shortly before her death in 1689, it later came into the possession of The Honble. 
Frederic North, afterwards Fifth Earl of Guilford, who died in 1827, a pencilled 
note, “Ld Guildford (sic) 1828” recording its sale at that time. From thence it passed 
to William Beckford, the author of “Vathek,” and was disposed of with the balance 
of his library in 1882. A truly remarkable succession of eccentric owners. 

Queen Christina of Sweden, who had always shown a great preference for the 
intellectual life rather than the courtly, abdicated her throne in 1654 and removed to 
Rome, where her life was spent in intellectual pursuits and surrounded by some of the 
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greatest minds of her time. The Honorable Frederic North, afterwards Fifth Earl of 
Guilford, spent much of his life abroad, was deeply interested in Hellenic culture, 
became a convert to the Orthodox Church, and founded the Ionian University at 
Corfu, to which he bequeathed his books, but in consequence of the failure of the 
university to comply with certain conditions of the bequest, it was withdrawn and 
the books recovered by his executors. William Beckford, eccentric, collector, 
author, was specially interested in Portugal and often visited that country, and it 
was probably because of that interest, that he became the owner of the present vol- 
ume.

Myles Standish was of 
literary tastes, and was one of the few first settlers to possess a general library. 
An inventory of his library was made after his death in 1656, but the present work 
does not appear on the list, and either Standish had disposed of it before his death 
or his executors did not consider it a proper book to be listed among the possessions 
of the great Puritan leader. At the time he wrote this autograph, 1643, Captain 
Standish was about sixty years of age, and probably spent the leisure of his later 
years in the reading of this work, of his Caesar and other books of lighter style than 
the religious dissertations usually so popular with our Puritan ancestors. There is 
some old scribbling on several of the plates, not in Standish’s writing, and it is 
probable that these plates were not a part of the book when it was his property, but 
were inserted at a later period when the volume was rebound.

He im- 
mediately enlisted, and after doing valiant service around Boston, where he was 
commissioned captain, he went to New York, where early in September, 1776, he 
volunteered to act as a spy within the British lines. He was captured by the British 
and executed September 22, 1776. His last words, “I only regret that I have but 
one life to lose for my country,” have become famous.

That Washington “admired and reverenced” Alexander has been 
remarked by Lossing, and when Washington went to Mt. Vernon in 1759, his in- 
voice included an order for a small bust of Alexander the Great.

The lines written by Sari- 
anna, Browning’s sister, reading in part,—“The men have stopped up the hole in the 
Drawing-room to-day. How is Jim—and any other of your friends?” ; 

A. L.S., 4 pages 8vo. February 23rd, 1889, expressing pleasure in sending his sona 
check, which he trusts can be partly used to decorate his son’s beautiful house. On 
the occasion of his son’s marriage in October, 1887, Browning had given him money 
with which to purchase the Palazzo Rezzonico, in Venice, which had been fitted up 
for Browning’s reception, and where he had remained with his son until the early 
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part of February, 1889. He then describes in detail the plans being made for the 
adornment and interior decoration of the dining-room in his London house. The last 
page and a half is a postscript penned by Sarianna, addressed to both Pen and Fannie 
(his wife), mentioning the dinners given at their house, their guests; the recent visit 
of Fanny Kemble, etc. 

A. L.S., 4 pages. August 8th, 1889, written four months before the poet’s death. 
Betrays his failing health, and the effort traveling imposes on him. Considers spend- 
ing a month at Asolo, and a month at Venice, which he did, starting for Asolo a few 
days after this letter was written, where he remained until November, proceeding 
from thence to Venice, where he died in the early part of December. Mentions his 
son’s picture, and trusts that he will soon paint another. With a page and a half post- 
script by Sarianna, reciting her worries, the uncertainty of their traveling plans, that 
the house must be cleaned, that servants want their holidays, etc., and finally,— 
“We are inconveniently crowded with callers, chiefly strangers, who take up too much of 
his (her brother’s) time. Some call with letters of introduction, some (ladies) “on the 
basis of a common humanity,” but they all mean well, and he receives them kindly, on the 
strength of which they call again!”

“The Artists’ Benevolent Fund” aimed to help all artists in need of help, whether 
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great or small in their profession, the benefits of the Fund not being confined to any 
exclusive or special body of actors. 

The “Minutes” cover two distinct periods: from March 1 to May 4th, 1848, and 
refer to preparations for a “Second Amateur Dramatic Performance in aid of the 
Artists General Benevolent Fund.” The second period covers the time from the 
beginning of April, to June 11, 1850. 

The Minutes for the meetings of 1850 refer to the Performance of “The Poor 
Gentleman,” and “The Rent Day,” both of which were scheduled to take place on 
May 18th, 1850, at St. James’ Theatre [London]. The reports listed give many de- 
tails attached to the management of the coming productions, and the steps taken to 
assure the success of the same. 

Various extracts from the “Minutes” read as follows,— 

“Proposed that Mr. Hyde be requested to act on a Committee to arrange for a form of 
application to Her Majesty and Princé Albert soliciting their Patronage to the proposed 
amateur performances.” Signed,—“M. Wood, Henry Mosely, (and) E. Duncan.” 

“Proposed that the best thanks of the Managing Committee be given to Geo. Cruik- 
shank Esq. for his kind offer to sing ‘Lord Bateman’ : 

“Proposed that a vote of thanks be given to John Tenniel Esqr. for his elegant and 
appropriate design for the tickets of admission. 

“Letter from Col. Phipps read announcing that Her “Majesty and Prince Albert would 
generously permit the Performances to take place under their Patronage.” 

“Letter read from G. Cruikshank Esqr. on the subject of his singing Lord Bateman.” 

Among the names of the gentlemen consenting to have their name on the Hon- 
orary Committee, the following artists and authors were included,—Messrs. C. B. 
Wall, G. H. Lewes, R. Westmacott, W. C. Macready, R. Hepburn, R. S. Landon, I. 
Cartwright, Charles Dickens, D. Jerrold, I. Cousins, D. Roberts, Sir W. C. Ross, 
I. Bell, Geo. Godwin, B. Webster, and others. 

The “Minute Book” contains about 250 Original Autograph Signatures of its 
Members, the signatures of each appearing a number of times, including those of — 
Charles Baxter, painter; Henry Moseley; J. D. Wingfield; Robert R. Mclan, painter;

PEriops IN His Lire. THrs Diary Has NEVER BEEN PUBLISHED, so far as known, 
and would furnish material for a highly interesting brochure. There are several notes 
on the fly-leaves, some in shorthand, and a brief entry against each day in the year 
stating the main acts or noting his engagements for that day. At head of first leaf, 
facing January, are the words “Laus Deo,” followed by the daily entries, as,— 


Jan. 1, “at G H with Xmas party. T long walk w Mulready.” 
Jan. 2, “at G H. Charley goes. Readings. Snow all day.” 
Jan. 3, “To town with Morris at 9:50 off: Forster's. Ly ¢: Gambler.” 


The first “Reading” is noted on January 15, “To town from Wat 11 %. off: Re 
St James’s Hall;” and the next day,—“at off: Din Dolby and Ch: To Liverpool at 5.” 
The entries for the next two months list the places visited and the Readings made, 
including his visit to Ireland, March 14 to 22, and note of dinner with Fitzgerald at 
Dublin, March 17; a footnote to April entries reads,—“(N. ill latter part of this 
month) ;” during June he was at Gads Hill most of the time with occasional visits to 
the office, the last two entries for this month being interesting, reading,—“June 29, 
“at G H. Wilkie commenced his story,” and, June 30, “at G H. Go over Wilkie’s story. 
Gotham walk and ride.” The July entries are at Gads Hill for the most part; August I 
records,—‘“Dolby to Carthy’s. City with Wills. P (Hanson) came;” August 2,—“To 
off: early. To Liverpool with Dolby at 10;” August 3,—“Dolby sails . . . Mr. 
George Dolby, manager for Dickens in his Readings, came to America at that time 
to arrange for Dickens’ second visit and his Readings in this country. He returned 
to England the middle of September and on September 29, is the following entry,— 
“at 12 o’k Forster and Dolby. Decide to go,” these last words heavily underscored. 
From October 1 to 18 his entries show a rush of work to get his Christmas Number 
through the press before his departure, the entry for October 18 recording the 
reading of the final proc‘ts. 

Dickens left for Liverpool on November 8, and sailed on the “Cuba” on November 
9, arriving at Boston November 19. His entries for the balance of the month show 
a round of dinners and suppers with Fields, Longfellow and other well known persons, 
including a Thanksgiving dinner at Longfellow’s. His first Reading was given at 
Boston, December 2, and almost the entire month of December is given over to these 
Readings at Boston and New York, seventeen of them being recorded. The entry for _ 
Christmas Day reads,—*To New York [from Boston] Heavy cold, ill and miserable.” . 
As is well known, Dickens pluckily fought off this cold and continued his Readings, 
to the delight of his American audiences and the benefit of his own finances, returning 
to England in the late Spring.

A footnote at page 9 commences,—“Second Edition.” Copies bearing this footnote 
were attributed by Albert M. Cohn, the author of the “Bibliography of George 
Cruikshank,” as the “First Spurious Issue.” The Association has recently received 
from Mr. Cohn a letter in which he clearly defines his views on the subject. It reads 
in- part: “ . I am afraid, in reference to your query re EGAN’S LIFE IN LONDON, 
that the use of the word ‘spurious’ in my bibliography was rather unfortunate. Several 
correspondents have written me, seeming to think that the edition with the foot-note was 
some sort of unauthorized or false edition. This of course is not the case. The correct 
way to describe it is, —‘SECOND ISSUE OF THE First EDITION.’ I agree with you that 
the foot-note often occurs in the parts, but an issue in parts is NOT necessarily always a 
FIRST issue. What I think really happened was this:—An insufficient number of 
copies of PART ONE was printed, owing to the enormous success of the book, and it ran out 
of print. Upon reprinting, the foot-note was added, the words ‘SECOND EDITION’ may be 
taken as referring to the second edition OF PART ONE ONLY, NOT OF THE WHOLE BOOK, 
but a trwe FIRST ISSUE of the work should be without the note.”

Eleven weekly numbers of “The Snob,” an undergraduate paper, were published, 
appearing on Thursdays, from April 9 to June 18, 1829. They were printed on 
variously tinted papers, and usually contain the words, “Second Edition,” “Third 
Edition,” etc. at the top of the first page. There is also a set of the eleven numbers, 
in the Cambridge Free Library, which bear no edition number. Mr. Robert Bowes 
states that a comparison of the different editions of the same number shows that 
they were printed from the same setting, with the exception of the Fourth Edition of 
No. 6, which “must have been entirely reset.” It is probable that these designations 
of editions were made that the publication might appear to have a large circulation. 
The present numbers are identical with those collated by Mr. H. S. Van Duzer, 
with the exception of No. 3 which in his set was printed on light brown paper, instead 
of pink. 

The contributions by Thackeray, with a few exceptions, were never acknowledged 
by him. One of the exceptions is the poem, “To Genevieve,” and the advertisement, 
“Sidney Sussex College,” both in No. 6, which he mentions as his work, in one of his 
letters. In addition, the parody on Tennyson's “Timbuctoo,” in No. 4, is known to 
be by Thackeray, and “Extract from a Letter from One in Cambridge to One in 
Town,” in No. 3, is signed “T.T.,” as Thackeray signed his letters to the “Corsair,” 
and the “Standard,” a few years later. 

The imprint in most of the numbers reads, “Printed for the Editors,” but in Nos. 
6, 7 and 9 it reads, “Printed for the Editor,” and it is possible that those numbers in 
which it appears “Editor,” were written entirely by Thackeray.

SprciAL ATTENTION IS CALLED TO THE FOLLOWING “POINTS,’— 


(1) The yellow wrappers are complete, with all the brackets, dates, etc. in cor- 
rect First ISSUE STATE. No. XVI has no bracket before the Price and is 
undated, agreeing in this with the Boston Transcript collation. Mr. Van 
Duzer also states in his bibliography, that the presence or absence of a 
bracket round the price of a number is probably a typographical error, 
and DoES NOT AFFECT THE CORRECT COLLATION OF A FirST EDITION. 
The mark of the bracket, uninked, can be seen on the cover. 
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(2) The Advertisements and “Slips” that were so frequently destroyed or 
omitted altogether in later issues, are all present in their proper number. 

(3) The splendid condition of the backs, UNBROKEN and with No RESTORA- 
TIONS gives no chance for substitution of later issues of back wrappers. 

(4) The required first issue “points” in the text, including the heading in rustic 
type at beginning, the “Steyne” woodcut, “Mr. Pitt,” the unaltered text 
in Chapter VI, etc. are all here present without exception. 

(5) The presence of the original tissue between so many of the plates, each 
showing “offsets” is also unusual. 


ALso, Laid in Part IV, is an ORIGINAL ARTIST'S PRooF, on India paper, of the wood- 
cut appearing on page 128 of that part. The proof is tipped onto a sheet of brown 
paper, with penciled note below, stating that it is from “Messrs. Bradbury and 
Fivans’ collection.” 

Somer ESPECIALLY INTERESTING Facts, BROUGHT OUT IN DETAIL IN THE COLLATION 

GIVEN BELOow, are worth noting here,— 

In the collation published by the late Luther S. Livingston, in the Boston Tran- 
script, he states that the inside of front wrappers from No. I to No. XIII should all 
bear the words, “Contents of No. I” (etc.). This is a mistake, however, as the first 
five numbers had only the word “Contents,” the numbers not being included until 
No. VI and following numbers. That this is the correct state is substantiated by 
Mr. Van Duzer’s later collation, and the present copy is QUITE CoRRECT in having 
word “CONTENTS” in the first five numbers. 

Mr. Livingston also stated that the back wrappers to Parts III, IV and V were the 
same. This also is an error. The Dakin Advertisement, which appears on all three 
numbers, is of two printings, with several differences in the wording and setting-up 
of the two forms. Mr. Van Duzer, in his collation, states that the first form should 
be found on both Parts III and IV, the second form appearing on Part V only, but 
that in his own copy this is not the case, Part IV agreeing with Part V, and that it 
“probably was supplied.” In the present copy, also, the wrapper to Part IV agrees 
with that on Part V, but, as all the wrappers are ABSOLUTELY UNBROKEN, so that 
there can be no question here of substitution from another part, it is possible that he 
is in error in his statement that the back to Part IV should agree with that to Part 
III, and not with that to Part V. 

The inside of back wrappers to Parts IX and X are DIFFERENT. THE PRESENT 
Copy Has BoTtH IN THE CorRECT First Issue STATES. The fact that the advertise- 
ment by Chapman and Hall of the Cheap Edition of Bulwer Lytton’s Works is 
entirely different in the two numbers, and that one other advertisement on the page 
is also different, has escaped all bibliographers of “Vanity Fair,” with the exception 
of Mr. Livingston, and he does not give the difference in enough detail for those 
following him to have noted it. Apparently all the copies Mr. Van Duzer saw had 
the later cover, as he makes no mention of any difference, and the Austin copy had 
the later issue. For detailed description of the two issues see the collation of the two 
parts below. 

The Brayton Ives copy had an additional advertisement of 4 pages in Part IV, 
which is not found in any other copy, nor mentioned by any bibliographers, and it 
was perhaps inserted by mistake by the publishers.

White Conduit House was one of the numerous suburban pleasure resorts of the 
18th and early roth century Londoners which have vanished beneath the perpetual 
progress of the builder. What is now the heart of London was, three centuries ago, 
an expanse of fair meadows belonging to the prior of St. John, Clerkenwell and 
known as the “Commandy Mantels.” There were numerous springs and conduits 
in the fields, one of which was distinguished by the appellation of “the White Con- 
duit” from the white stone of which it was built. It consisted of a small stone build- 
ing; the spring was formed in the reign of Henry VI and supplied the Carthusian 
friars with good water until 1634. The house which took its name from the spring 
was originally a mere country inn, built in the last year of the reign of Charles I. 
About 1745, it appears to have been entirely rebuilt. In 1784, the first known 
proprietor, Robert Bartholomew, improved it and seems to have made it a thoroughly 
popular resort, which it remained through the early part of the roth century.

FOREIGN COUNTRIES ENTIRELY IN ENGLISH. 

The above important document was sent to the American Embassy at Con- 
stantineple through the American Legation at Berne, Switzerland, and was there 
countersigned by the United States Minister, Hon. Pleasant A. Stovall. 

The pencil initials “G. C. T.,” in upper right corner on first sheet of cablegram 
are those of the Hon. George Cornell Tarler, Chargé d’Affaire at Constantinople, 
and were placed there by him on his receipt of the cablegram. 

Accompanying the above important message, is an affidavit, dated,—“May 7 1918,” 
certifying that this cablegram document is the Original Cablegram sent by the State 
Department to Constantinople announcing the state of war existing between this 
country and Germany, signed by Roland Durkee, Student Interpreter, Constanti- 
nople, Turkey, and countersigned by Laura M. Hanson, Notary Public at Wash- 
ington, D. C., with her official stamp. 

Extracts from the cablegram read as follows,—“April third. . . the president 


addressed the special session of congress this evening . . . after briefly review- 
ing the submarine controversy with germany he pointed out that the present 
submarine warfare is a warfare against mankind. . . we cannot choose the 
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path of submission. . . we have no quarrel with the german people but only 
with the autocratic government which has brought on the present situation. i 
resolved by the senate and house of representatives of the united states of 
america in congress assembled that the state of war between the united states and the 
imperial government . . . is formally declared . a
